Dear Sir: In your letter from Gorlt- 
za, or more properly, Korytsa, recently 
published In your paper, we were im- 
pressed that at last the truth has been 
permitted to come to the United btates 
about the national aspirations ot tho in- 
habitants ot that much disputed city 
and district. 
In your letter you have a communi- 
cation stating that 2000 pupils o£ tne 
Greek schools waved Greek and Ameri- 
can flags and cheered as the delegates 
entered the city. This fact is very sig- 
nificant, because the American mission- 
aries, Rev. Errickson and Dr. Kenne- 
dy, have for years been telling us that 
in Korytsa there are no Greeks at all. 
The fact is, as your letter from Koryt- 
sa indicates, that the people ol that 
city as well as of that district, are in 
the very largo majority Greek. 
This 
can be easily seen from the fact re- 
ported in your letter, namely, that 2000 
pupils of the Greek schools cheered the 
American delegation. 
Now In a city of 25.000 or 30,000 In- 
habitants, If 2000 children of both sex- 
es attend the Greek school, it goes to 
show that practically the entire popu- 
lation of the city is Greek, for there 
can 'be no greater school attendance 
than 10 percent of the population. 
According to official reports, the only 
Albanian school existing in Korytsa 
numbers from 100 to 200 pupils. This is 
only a primary school. 
The dree* 
schools consist of one college for boys, 
one high school lor sirl*. one high 
school for boys, four grammar schools 
and two kindergartens with a teaching 
staff of -H professors, teachers and In- 
structors. 
Despite all these facts, and despite 
the fact that for the entire district 
of Korytsa, the Greeks maintain schools 
with an attendance of 
10,000 pupils, 
some obstinate American gentlemen 
insist upon calling that province Al- 
banian. 
The northern Bpirotee from 
Korytsa in this counlry greet with en- 
thusiasm the news of your letter that 
an American commission (not of mis- 
sionaries but of decent and non-sectar-

HEM* CUT HIGH COST OF 


LIVING 


BY BIDDY BTE. 


In cutting the high cost of living 


one of the important points that tha 
consumer must Insist upon with food. 
fuel and textile merchants is a fair 
system of weights and measures. 


The United States Bureau of Stand- 


ards has established certain standards 
of weight, measurement, time, etc., by 
which all other measures arc guaged 
and corrected. In addition each state 
determines for itself certain regula- 
tions of weights and measures to gov- 
ern the sale of articles within state 
boundaries. Each 
housewife 
should 


familiarize herself with a reliable scale 
for weighing purchases, and then keep 


careful eye upon her purchases to 


eeo that dealers are 
conforming 
lo 


state laws. 


Laws differ in each state, but the 


standards adopted in Chicago are fair- 
ly typical. 
For instance there 
is i. 


'standard for bread to which all bakerf- 
must conform. A lightweight loaf should 
be reported at once,to the local depart- 
ment of weights and measures, or te- 
the state department that the consumer 
may 
be 
protected 
against 
shorr 


weights. 


In Chicago a one-pound loaf is ths 


standard. Each loaf must have affixed 
to it a label, 1 inch square, slating the 
weight of the loaf and the name of the 
baker or manufacturer. 
Those selling 


bread must weigh it In the presence of 
the purchaser if requested to do so. 


Tho standards for milk and cream 


require that the cover or cap of every 
bottle must bear in Indelible letters the 
name of the person or firm bottling the 
milk and must be marked \vith the 
bottle's exact capacity. 


Persons or firms selling ica must 


ordered by the purchaser. 
If the buy- 


er so demands tho fuel must be re- 
weighed In his presence on a scale des- 
ignated 
by 
the 
city 
inspector 
of 


weights and measures. 


All ear corn, potatoes, 
coal, 
large 


fruits, vegetables and other bulky arti- 
cles sold by dry measure (quart) peck,

Every consumer is required to pa.y 


in full for the goods he purchases and

Dear Sir: In your letter from Gorit- 
i, or more properly. Korytsa, recently 
published in your uaper, we were im- 
ircssed tha.t at last me truth has been 
permitted to come to the United States 
boui the national aspirations 01 the in- 
labitanis of that much disputed city 
and district, 
In your letter you have a communi- 
cation stating that 2000 pupils of the 
reek schools waved Greek and Ameri- 
can ilags and cheered as the delegate^ 
entered the city. This fact is very sig- 
nificant, because the American mission- 
aries. Rev. Errickaon and Dr. Kenne- 
dy, have for years been telling us that 
n Korytsa there arc no Greeks Ht all. 
The fact is, as your letter from Koryt- 
indicates, that ihe people of that 
city as well as of that district, arc in 
the very large majority Greek. 
This 
can be easily seen from tho fact re- 
ported in your letter, namely, that 2000 
ils of the Greek schools cheered the 
American delegation, 
Now, in a cltv of 25,000 or 30,000 In- 
habitants, If 20GO children of both sex- 
atieml the Greek school, it Koes to 
show that practically the entire popu- 
lation of the city is Greek, for there 
can be no si-eater school attendance 
than 10 percent of the population. 
According to official reports, ihe only 
Albanian school existing in Korytsa 
numbers from 100 to 200 pupils. This is 
only a primary school. 
The Greek 
schools consist of -one college for boys, 
one high school Eor girls, one high 
school for boys, four grammar schools 
and two kindergartens with a. teaching 
staff of 4-t professors, teachers and in- 
tructors. 


Despiie all these facts, and despite 
the fact that for the entire district 
of Korytsa, the Greeks maintain schoola 
with an attendance of 
10,000 pupils, 


iorno obstinate American gentlemen 
insist upon calling that province Al- 
banian. 
The northern Epirotes from 
Korytsa in this country greot with en- 
thusiasm the news of yonr letter, that 
an American commission (not of mis- 
sionaries but of decent and non-sectar- 
ian gentlemen) has gone to learn about 
the national aspirations of the inhabi- 
tants, and we all hope that this dele- 
gation made up of fair-minded Ameri- 
can gentlemen will do justice to the 
national aspiration of tlie Greek In- 
habitants of that district. 
Under separate cover, please accept 
declaration of the natives of Koryt- 
sa and residents of the United States.

WOULD FACILITATE 


NATURALIZATION 


(Special to The Sun) 


WASHINGTON, D. a, July 14.—Con- 


gressman Rogers has put before con- 
Erss a bill to facilitate tho naturaliza- 
tion of persons who served in the mil- 
itary or naval forces of 
the 
United 


States during the war. and irho haV»' 
been honorably discharged. The pur-1 
pose of the Rogers bill is to prevent 
delay in making such men citizens ot 
this country, if they so desire, 
and 


would affect the thousands of men from 
allied or neutral countries who. Instead 
of serving in tho armies of their ow» 
country, were either drafted Into th» 
ar.-ny of the United States or volunteered 
for that service or the navy. Under 
existing laws such men must wait two 
years after declaring their Intention to 
become citizens before they can appear 
before the proper authorities to be nat- 
uralized. They must then wait another 
50 d:\ys before being heard by th« 
court. In place of this delay the Rog- 
ers bill provides that such honorably 
discharged soldiers may be immedlat»- 
!y eligible to naturalization by present- 
ing th.elr certificate of honorable dis- 
charge, which shall bo accepted as all 
that is required. Moreover, the Rogers 
bill abolishes all court fees and make*
